Summer Project is in doubt, 

The students who manage to 
get in to the Summe Program 
will enjoy tremendous advan- 
tages. When the fall semester 
opens, they will be ready to 
enroll in ordinary courses with 
ordinary professors. But there 
is one extraordinary thing about 
these professors —- they are 
interested in working with cul- 
turaliy disadvantaged persons. 

Another fall bonus for those 
who get into the Summer Pro- 
gram will be an accelerated 
advisor - student relationship, 
possibly one-to-one relationship. 

Plans call for the establish- 
ment of a tutorial center, with 
plenty of space to work and wtors 
available at all times, The work- 
study students will be paid, but 
tutors will be unpaid. 

The Summer Program begins 
Monday, July 15 and ends Friday, 
\ugust 30, Mornings are devoted 
to study; afternoons to work- 
study for those who need aid, 

There are four parts to the 
morning study sessions, each 
complimenting the other parts, 
each providing creative experi- 
ences or increasing knowledge, 
or both, Part One is a language 
arts program designed to develop 
confidence in speaking, writing 
and reading. The program will 
be unstructured, The students 
will have one textbook — 
‘America Changing.’’ They will 
do a writing assignment each

week. Instructors will discuss 
assignments with students, and 
assisted by the turors, will help 
the students develop communi- 
cations skills. Instructors and 
tutors will stay away from such 
things as “parts of speech.’’ That 
comes ” .er,maybe. The tutors 
will s*° /e as models rather than 
as teachers. Don Sturtevant, SSC 
English professor, will be in 
charge of this portion of the 
program. Dorman will be his 
assistant 

Part Two, Familiarization, is 
a kind of survival course, Stu- 
dents will learn all about regis- 
tration, standing in line to pay 
fees and buy books, They will 
learn how to use the library,

Dear Editor: 


On January 5, 1968, the United 
States government indicted five 
men for “conspiracy to counsel, 
aid and abet ”’ draft resistance. 
All of us who considered it our 
duty to oppose the war came to 
the deferse of these men, as we 
had come to the defense and 
support of others who oppose 
the war in Vietnam. 

You shared in this protest 
and defense by signing the State- 
mento of Support for Spock, 
Ferber, Coffin, Raskin and Good- 
man, To date, over 25,000 signa- 
tures have come to the RESIST 
office as a response to that 
Single call! 

Now, with the conviction of 
four of these men, we must em- 
four of these men, we must 
emphasize and accelerate our 
support for them and for their 
activities. The enclosed letter 
indicates some of the work we 
have been supporting and will 
continue to support. In the past 
months, RESIST has contributed 
to over 90 separate projects or 
groups opposing the war and the

Jack Aranson, noted San 
Francisco actor, will present a 
one-man performance of ‘‘Moby 
Dick’? on Monday evening, July 
15, at 8:30 p.m. in the Sacra- 


mento State College Music 
Recital Hall. 
The performance, which is 


sponsored by the SSC Cultural 
Programs Committee, is open 
to the public without charge. 

A veteran of nearly 20 years 
in the theater, Aranson has won 
a national reputation for his 
performance of the classic sea 
story by the American author 
Herman Melville. When the play 
was performed in Dublin, Ireland, 
one Irish reviewer labeled 
Aranson’s performance as a 
superb “‘character study, in turn 
fierce, harsh, gentle and under- 
Standing.’’ 

“I can conceive of ne one 
other than Jack Aranson doing 
this part,’’ the reviewer wrote. 

This will be Aranson’s second 
visit to SSC, 

During the late 1940's, Aranson 
spent four years in training with 
the Old Vic Theatre before joining 
the late Anew Mc Master’s Shake- 
speare Company in Ireland. It 
was during his association with 
McMaster’s Company _ that 
Aranson met his future wife, who 
is the daughter of McMaster 
himself, Mrs. Aranson is a noted 
actress in her own right,

Later in the United States, 
Aranson joined the Orson Welles 
Company where he played King 
Lear, among other roles. During 
his American period. he played 
oppsite Faye Emerson in the 
road company of ‘‘Witness For 
The Prosecution.” 

From 1956 to 1959 he was 
director of Shakespeare at the 
American Academy of Dramatic 
Art. 

In 1960 Aranson returned to 
Ireland to do a season of plays. 
At the Dublin Theatre Festival 
of 1961, he and his wife appeared 
in their Shakespear program, 
‘*All the World’s a Stage.”’ 

A Ford Foundation grant 
brought Aranson back from Ire- 
land to San Francisco, where he 
played a number of roles with 
the Actor’s Workshop, including 
‘Hotspur’ in “Henry IV Part 
One.’’ 

He and his wife have toured 
exclusively in California with 
their Shakespearian program,
